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Canadian Christmas Tree 
For The White House 


A Christmas tree cut at Dalhousie East, King’s 
County, Noya Scotia. is to grace the living-room of 
the White House during the Christmas season. 
Around {t President Roosevelt and the members of 
his household will gather for the customary festivi- 
ties. It is 15 feet high, a fine looking fir, and Clifton 
B. Wright isthe man who cut it down before its ship- 
ment with other trees from New Germany, NS. 

This is a reminder of the fact that thousands and 
thousands of small fir trees leave Canada each year 
for the purpose of decorating the houses of the 
United States at the Christmas season. The annual 
movement of these Christmas trees is now under 
way with carload after carloag crossing the border. 
In the aggregate, the trees mean a considerable 
sum of money for farmers and others participating 
in the ‘business. 

It is sometimes argued that such large-scale 
cutting of Christmag trees as that which is prac- 
ised year afer year on farms and in woodlands 
throughout Canada is prejudicial to the forest re- 
sources of the country. ‘Foresters, however, do, not 
support this view. Many of the trees, they point 
out, are stunteq species which might never attain 
larger growth and where this js untrue, the thinning 
of the woods effected through such cutting is of 
benefit to the remaining trees. It is probably true 
that only a small proportion of the Christmas trees 
cut down each year would become otherwise mer- 
chantable. 

And so if President Roosevelt, in common with 
thousands of his fellow-citizens, is to have a Christ- 
mag tree of Canadian production, there need be few 
lamentations on the part of the people of this coun- 
try. The very fact that a tree of such origin 
is to, stand in the White House during the Christ- 
mas season may ‘be only one other indication of 
the President's friendship towards this country. 


Lord Tweedsmuir’s 
Message 


Our new Governor General's address at Convoca- 
tion Hall in Toronto was at once a literary essay 
and a practical talk on the cultivation of person- 
ality. The yoice was that of Lord Tweedsmulr, but 
the thought and style were those so well known to 
the readers of John Buchan. Perhaps never before 
has Canada had so scholarly and _ profoundly 
thoughtful a Governor-General. Lord Dufferin was 
an orator of the old school, who roused Canadians 
to the vision of a great future for the Dominion, 
and he exercised a statesmanlike influence in his 
day. In Lord Tweedsmuir Canada has acquired a 
man of letters of first rank in current literature, 


philosopher and a statesman combined, 
His address to Convocation was a masterpiece 
in its cogency, its analysis of present day political 
tendencies at home and abroad, and in its wise 
counsel to the rising generation. He emphasized 
the need for the development of personality, and 
sald that the first condition necessary to this end 
was freedom. Social, political and spiritual freedom 
were essential to the full development of the mind 
and soul of man. (He pointed to conditions that 
prevailed in certain unmentioned European coun- 
tries, where the people were forced into a cast-iron 
system which turned them into mere automatoms. 
While urging the students of the university tq make 
full use of their liberty In the cultivation of thelr 
own individuality, he impressed upon them the need 
of respect for authority and the institutions that 
made their freedom possible. 
This was a timely message. In Germany, Italy and 
Russia, the state is everything and the Individual 1s 
stunted and moulded to conform to a stereotyped 
human mass production, Under such conditions 
personality is sterilized at its birth, ‘And yet there 
are those in our midst who would impose these same 
conditions upon the Canadian people. And the 
frony of it all is that they pose as the apostles of 
freedom, They clamor for freedom to shackle us to 
an autocratic system that would deny even those 
agitators the liberty they now enjoy. 
There is plenty of room and freedom under our 
present system for all schools of thought, and it is 
by free discussion of political and intellectal prob- 
lems that progress is made. But progress does not. 
necessarily mean revolution. Progress has come by 
way of revolution in countries where the people 
have been crusheq under an autocracy, such a6 
France before the revolution and Russia under the 
Czar. No such conditions exist in Canada today. 
Every Canadian is free to develop his or her per- 
sonality, and can achieve individual distinction, 
however humble their sphere in life. It is by being| 
ourselves that we develop character and give that 
yariety which makes life interesting ang the nation 
truly great.—Stratford Beacon-Herald.

THE EARLY TREATMENT

showed two drug clerks surrounded 
with all kinds of remedies yet one 
clerk was saying to the other, “L 
wonder what it was that grandma 
used to recommend for a cold.” 

I believe this gives some idea of 
the huneéreds of treatments used in 
treating or preventing a cold be- 
caus2 everybody seems to work out 
a remedy cf his own. 

Now the fact that a “cold is com- 
ing on” is vsually known and the 
name “cold” is correct because for 


some reason the body thas become, 


ehilled. And when the body ib2comes 
chilled the little organisms that 
cause the cold become stronger be- 
cause tihe cold or chilling tikes some 
of th> fighting power out of the lit-) 
tle ‘white corpuscles of the blood 
whose work is to fight off the ef- 
fects of cold or other harmful or- 
aanisms. Cold thus weakens the de- 
fensive forces of the body. 

Now there may be all kinds of 
helpful remedies known to you, yet 
your ccmmon sense tells you that if 
cold is weakening or has weakened 
your resistance to the organisms 
causing cold then heat should be 
the best method of warming up your 
white conpuscles and other body de- 
fenozs in order to fight the cold 
organisms, 

Thus the idea of increasing the 
heat of the body so that a “good 
sweat” is produced is based cn sound 
judgment. 

Just how you bring on this heat- 
ing of the body rests with yourself. 
Tike old fashioned hot foot-bath for 
twenty minutes is excellent because 
the feet are farthest away from the 
heart and likely to b> the coldest. 
Heating the large bloodvessels at the 
“end of the line” is therefore very 
hialpful. 

‘A hot drink of any kind increases 
body heat. A hot lemonade is bene- 
fidsal also because it alkalanizes the 
blcod and tissues. 

Warm 
quilts—after the hot foot-bath and 
hot drink complete the “heat” treat- 
ment. 

‘A dos2 of Epsom salts to rid the 
body of acid wastes and help alkal- 
anize the blood and tissues should 
be taken before the heat treatment 
begins.

Shortbread Recipe 
HILE we don't go in for recipes 
in this column very often there 
is an odd one that {s debarmined to 
be put in print. And this one Is a 
great favourite around the holiday 
season . . . namely, “Shortbread.” 
I will say that if you follow these 
instructions your shortbread will be 
the envy of all your nzighbours. It 
is simple to make with only three 
ingredients and makes lovely thin 
cookies as well as shortbread. So 
here it 1s: Take one cup of soft but 
not oily butter and cream; into this 
cream one-half cup of icing sugar 
(be sure to use this kind, some call 
{t pulverized); add gradually two 
cups of flour and blend. That is all 
except to roll {t (shortbread should 
be aboul a quarter of an inch thick) 
and cut into any shape with a cookle 
cutter, If you want cookles roll it 
as thin as possible and cut. Do not 
have too hot an oven or they will 
brown {oo much and shortbread 
wants to be just slightly tinted with 


brown. A little citron peel makes a 


suitable decoration.

CLEAN UP STANDING CORN 
THIS WINTER 

There has been a striking come- 
back of the corn borer this year, 
The Proyineial Entomologist reports 
an average increase of between twa 
and three-fold over last year. The 
increase wag brought about chiefly 
by the very favorable weather for 
the insect last June and July, In 
courities where there was no clean- 
up last spring the insect multiplied 
much more than where the clean- 
up was made, This year has once 
more shown us that the borer {s still 
a real menace to corn growing; for 
if next June and July are as favor- 
able to it as they were in 1935 there 
will be another great increase and 
in counties where farmers leave 
large quantities of stubble, unfed 
stalks, and other corn remnants on 
the surface of the field or elsewhere, 
canning corn will likely be ruined) 
and field corn severely injured. For 
this reason every corn grower, whe- 
ther the corn borer act is in force 
in his county or not, should do what 
he can to hold the insect in check. 

One of the things that will help) 
greatly is to clean up during wink 
ter the uncut corn which can he 
seen in almost every county. The 
best way to do this, in most cases, 
is to cut it level with the ground 
by means of a heavy hoe. Do the 
cutting in’ the first dry spell on 4 
real frosty day when there is no 
snow and when other work is not 
pressing. After cutting the corn it 
should’ be gathered at once and 
burned completely while still dry, 
otherwise wet weather may come 
and imbed it in the ground. If the 
cutting is done level with the ground 
and the ering and burning is 
thorough, 1£ will mot be necessary to 
plow the lield next spring; other- 
wise it yl) necessary. By cutting 
and burnins all anding corn this 
winter a lot of hard work next spring 
Will be ayoided. 

Another thing which will help a 
lot and should be done this winter 

5 lo break off all stubble longer 
than five inches. This may be done 
by dragging over it a heavy, log or 
short railroad rail or leveller, or any 
other device which will break it close 
to the ground. If this is done it will 
make it easy for the farmer to bury 
the stubble compjetely next spring 
and save himself from a great deal 
of hand-picking.

Despite Nehemiah’s zeal, the task 
of rebuilding Jerusalem. proceeded 
slowly, anq? it. is doubtful what 
might have been the issue had not 
Ezra, the priest, received enforce- 
ments from an unexpected quarter. 


a Jew born in 
exile who had never seen Jeru- 
salem. He occupied a place of 
prominence at the court of Baby- 
Jon where he was cup bearer to 
King Artaxerxes. He tells, in the 
book of the Bible which bears 
his name, how when he had 
brought wine to the king and was 
saddened by report: of the ill 
fortune of those who had gone to 
Jerusaiem, the king inquired con- 
cerning his sadness. The result 
was that King Artaxerxes gave Ne- 
hemiah authority to go to Jerus- 
alem and take charge of things as 
governor.

In civil, military, and adminis- 
trative leadership he became what 
Fzra was to the people in a spiri- 
tua: way. He organized the peo- 
ple «against their enemies, divid- 
ing «1em into those who bore arms 
ana defended, while the other half 
Luilr the broken walls of the city. 

It ts a striking picture of how 
‘ven those who built performed 
their work with thein swords belted 
to them, ready for immediate ac- 


found they could net break down 
his defensive and — consti'yetive 
meagures, sought to entrap him by 
strategy, They desired him to 
tome outside of the city for con- 
ference; but he sensed thefr pur- 
pose and refused to ‘come down 
from his task of building. 
When his ‘enemies corrupted the 
professed prophets, who warned 
him of danger to his life and 
urgcd him to a conference in the 
temple where his enemies were 
evicently preparing to take him, 
Nekemiah showed himself as much 
j above fear as he was above any 
other allurement. 


He stands as a noble figure 
history, a man with all the ideal- 
ism and earnestness of his race in 
mind and heart, incorruptible, 
firm in will, unselfish and devoted 
to fhe common weal. 


When complaint arose that the 
stronger, and wealthier among the 
Jews were exploiting their fellows, 
robbing them of their” lands 
through mortgage loans and other 
\devices, Nehemiah acted with de- 
cislveness, but with a purpose, also, 
to lead men to right action through 
sound principles rather than by 
drastic and dictatorial methods. 

Such selfish exploitation under 
his influence became a disgrace, 
and the new society in the new 
Jerusalem was marked by an en- 
vironment and atmosphere which 
rebuked the meanness and selfish- 
ness of ‘men. 

The example of: Nehemiah is 
worthy of careful study in the life 
of present-day needs and prob- 
Jems. A few Nehemiahs in | our 
modem American life might ac- 
complish equal miracles of recon- 
struction ang redemption, for it is 
worth while to note that Nehemiah 
succeeded in’ his ‘task.

Before going into the further his- 

tory of the church building a little 


history of the present pastor, Rev. 
Penman would not be amiss. Rev. 


Penman was born in Dumferline, 
Scotland, about 20 miles from Edin- 
burgh, the same district from which 
the famous Andrew Carnegie came. 
For six years Rev. Penman preach- 
ed in the City of Dundee and then’ 
came to Canada where he stationed 
himself at Delesville in Quebec. Af- 
ter a sojourn of 12 years in that 
district he was moved to Long 
Branch where he conducted servic- 
es for over three years. On Novem- 
ber the first he came to Lindsay. As 
a@ young man Rey. Penman was an

An Object Lesson 
The building of the church itself 
is a wonderful lesson In hard work, 
co-operation, self-sacrifice and hum- 
ility.

Orillia, Noy. 25, — Following a 
public hearing here today, the On- 
tarlo Railway ond Municipal Board 
reserved its decision as to whether 
or not the Town of Orillia will be 
allowed to issue debentures up to 
$100,000 to pay the amount the con- 
Struction of  Orillia’s new power 
plant at Minden exceeded estimates. 

Clarence Long, Chairman of the 
Orillia Water, Light and Power 
Commission, told the ‘board that 
the Commission knew soon after the 
project was started that cost would 
exceed the original estimate of 
$562,000, The plant cost, according 
to the figures of the Auditors, more 
than $677,000. 

Under2stimaticn was given by 
most of the speakers for the town 
as the main reason for the cost 
ef the plant exceeded expectations. 
Chairman of the Board Eric Cross 
wished to know what the Commis- 
sion did about the matter when they 
knew that estimates were low. He 
was told that the Commission hop- 
ed to make up the amount in other 
places. 

Alderman J. C. Miller said he was 
confident that the earming poter 
of the new plant will be sufficient 
to mest thé debentures that have 
been Issued against it. The first is- 
sue before the starting of the con- 
struction was for $485,000, “We 
would not want to convey the !m- 


pression that the issuing of deben- 
tures fer the Minden plant will 


hamp2r the town’s finances,” said 


Alderman Miller.

OTTAWA, Nov. 2s.—=bolition 
within the next year of unem- 
ployment relief camps in which 
20,000 single, homeless Canadi- 
ans are housed at the present 
time is the objective of the Do- 
minion Government. 

Hon. Norman Mcleod Rogers, 
the appointment of Humphrey 
Mitchell, former Labor member of 
Parliament for Hamillon; R. A. 
Rigg, Chief of tht Dominion Em- 
ployment Service, and Dr. E. W. 
Bradwin, President of the Frontier 
College, to visit the camps and re- 
port on problems raised by the 
transfer from the National Defense 
Department to the Labor Depart- 
ment. 

It is the hope of the new Goy- 
ernment that improvement of busi- 
ness and employment, which is ex- 
pected to follow in the wake of the 
naw trade agreements with the Un- 
ited States, Japan and other coun- 
tries, syill provide outlets for the 
young men who are now working 
for 20 cents a day and their board 
in the relief camps, 

The policy of the present Goverr- 
ment is toward the elimination rath- 
er than the perpetuation of the 
camps, which haye been denounced 
by Hon. Peter Heenan and other 
prominent Liberals as “slave camps” 
ete. 
Millions of dollars have been ex- 
pended in the maintenance of the 
nolief camps during the last three 
years. The 20 cents per diem allow- 
ance alone cost the Federal tax- 
payers $1,500,000 a year, and mil- 
lions were spent on food, clothing, 
bedding, and the like. 
Federal Obligation. 

The entire cost was borne by the 
Federal Government, and it is the 
Federal Government which must 
make the move to abolish the 
camps, as the Provinces and the 
municipalities are more {nterestec 
in getting the men into the camps 
‘than ont of them. 

Since the camps were inaugurat- 
ed in 1932, something like 70,000 
single, homeless, unemployed men 
have obtained relief in them, and 


the strength for various reasons. 
Many hive stayed for a few months 
only; hundreds have drifted from 
one camp to another, The largest 
camps ere In Alberta and British 
Columbia, and it was in the latter 
that the Communist  agitations 
which resulted in fatalities at Re- 
gina were fomented.

WARIETIES OF WHITE CLOVER 

In the pioneer days of Canada, 
the Indians spoke of white clover as 
“white man’s footprint’ because 
they observed that wherever the 
white man invaded the natural for- 
est white clover was always to be 
found. Since those carly days it 
has spread rapidly through all parts 
of Canada 


and now occurs natur- 
ally wherever moisture conditions 
are. favourable. It does not thrive 
naturally in the Prairie Provinces, 
nor in the southern part of Ontario, 
although it is found there, but 
throughout the Maritime Provinces, 
and large sections of Quebec and 
Northern Ontario, as well as in 
British Columbia west of the moun- 
tains, the clover often grows jn 
great profusion. That it does not 
play a larger part in the pastures 
of these areas is due, not so much 
to the fact that it is not present as 
to a lack of knowledge of the fac- 
tors which make for its best devel- 
opment. We now know that wher- 
ever white clover thrives naburally 
its encouragement js necessary in 
the making of good pastures, No 
other plant is so worthy of careful’ 
attention. 

Nearly everyone is familiar with 
“common white Dutch” cloyer, the 
seed of which is frequently used in 
lawn grass mixtures. All of this seed 
used in Canada is imported from 
various parts of the world where St 
is grown commercially. A few im- 
proved varieties haye been develop- 
ed, among which may be mentioned 
the Danish ‘“Morso’’ and “‘Stryno.” 
In recent years there have been fre- 
quent references to “wild white 
clover” which comes from England 
and New Zealand. It is important | 
to understand what is meant by 
wild white clover and its advantag- 
es for pasture purposes. 

“Wild white clover” differs from 
“common white Dutch’ clover 
chiefly in being more persistent and 
perennial in character. It is the re- 
sult of a long. process of natural se- 
lection by continuous close grazing, 
which has gradually eliminated: the 
taller growing and less persistent 
types, leaving only those types which 
spread rapidly by runners and hug, 
the ground closely, The latter are 
true pasture types capable of with- 
standing close grazing, They de- 
pend for propagation less on seed 
and more on their ability to spread 
by vegetative means. Wild white 
clover, however, does produce seed, 
‘out less abundantly than does the 
common white Dutch. The seed 15 
yaluable because of the fact that it 
{s harvested from pastures that have 
been grazed closely for many years. 
This is the reason that the seed is 
high in price. 

Tests of white clover varieties, 
conducted at the Gentral Experi- 
mental Parm, Ottawa, and on @) 
number. of the Branch Experimental 
Farms throughout the Dominion, 
indicate that English wild white 
clover, especially the Kentish strain, 
and New Zealand wild white clover 
ate much superior to the common 
white. Dutch for pasture purposes, 
and for the reasons mentioned 
above. An effort 1s now belng made 
to produce seed commercially in 
Canada from pastures which haye 
been closely grazed for at least ten} 
years. Ib $s considered quite pos- 
sible that through natural selection 
strains of wild white clover may be 
found in Canada which are even 
etter, adapted to Canadian condi- 
tions than that which is grown 
elsewhere, 

One other variety of white cloyer 
deserves special mention, because ib 
{s essentially different in appear- 
ance and habit of growth from el- 
ther white Dutch or wild, white, 
This is commonly called “Mam- 
moth’ white clover or “Ladino.” The 
Jeayes aro much larger and the 
plant is taller growing. Good reports 
have been received of {ts behavionr 
fn pasture mixtures, put in our tests 
{t has nob shown the same persis- 
tence as wild while cloyer under 
close grazing, In some other respects 
ft is an excellent clover and jt 4s 
being studied closely in our pasture 
work.

Every element cf Germany's na- 
tlonal life is being strained to the 
utmost to build up a war machine. 
But even with these unprecedent- 
@d\ expenditures and sacrifices, it 
will take five or six years to create 
an ‘army of? war strength. In the 
meantime Germany will do any- 
thing to preserve worl@ peace until 
she's ready to hold hre own in a 
war. 


In recent months the world has 
been flooded with wild rumors of 
the st¥ength of the German army. 
Even ‘with the taking in of the 
first conscripts two weeks ago, the 
army numbers only 400,000. With- 
in & year this number will be rais- 
ed;to probably 600,000. This is the 
regular peace-time army. For real 
War the army must be at least 
three=times this size with two 
trained reserves for each regular. 


AIR FORCE GROWTH 
GREATLY EXAGGERATED 
More exaggerated are reports of 
the magical creation of a mighty 
ajr force with as many as 5,000 
planes, Doubtless some of these 
fantagles are a deliberately foster- 
ed bluff on the part of Germany. 
She dig pour millions into an orgy 
of aircraft building, grinding out 
like. sausages some 2,000 planes 
that were practically obsolete praien 
delivered. 


Today these hurry-up planes are 
being employed by General Goer- 
the for-training purposes, and a 
display of equal haste in pushing 
pilots throusgl; all-weather flying 
is killing twenty men monthly. 

The fact Js that Germany has 
only. 2 handful of real front-line 
bombers. and modern pursuit 
planes, The most important point 
is that she will soon be turning out 
fighting planes and bombers at 
n raté of more than 100 a month. 
A new type bomber does 218 miles 
on hour, a speed unsurpassed in 
Europe for this kind of plane. 


Within a year Germanys air 
force will equal any in Burope. 
France’ will still outnumber the 
Gérman air foree, but half of 


France's planes are unfit for actual 
combat. Only America will have 
finer bombing and pursuit ma- 
rhines,

UNDERGROUND HANGARS 
ARE PURE INVENTION 

Equally unfounded are reports of 
a éystem a system of underground 
hangars.’ There are a number of 
underground — bomb-proof storage 
sheds ‘for planes and parts, but 
most important are the bomb-proof 
tanks of gasolne. Great unders 
ground reserves are stored against 
the day when the borders may be 
sealed. Meantime Germany tries 
desperately to get from coal and‘ 
a few welle sufficient gasoline for 
war purposes. Normally she con- 
sumes three million tons, but the 
general staff figures that by 1936 
Jt will be able to produce two mil- 
ion tons tequired for war, 

In building up her army from 
top to boltom, Germany is unen- 
cumbered either by antiquated 
equipment or old military ideas. 
The general staff {s not making 
the mistake of the air corps py 
rushing the production of untried 
equipment. It calmly formulates 
{ts plans, then plshes them with 
incredible speed. 

At present Germany is swiftly 
building twenty-four divisions con- 
stituting a peace-time army, even-

EQUIPPING ARMY 

IS CHIEF PURPOSE 

The whole country and dictator- 
ship exist for the army. Hitler 
and the general staff command jn- 
dustry, trade agriculture and every 
phase of national life, Instead of 
importing needed butter for 
households, the army gets copper, 
rubber and oil. 


At least tweive montns will be 
required to train and equip the 
regulars of the peace army. By 
training 400,000 recruits annually 
@ war army of two million men 
will be built in five years—if there 
is no internal breakdown. Appro- 
ximately the same time will be re- 
quired to equip the reserve divis- 
ions, 


The biggest surprise in the new 
army jg its artillery. Instead of 
the old three-inch artillery of the 
World War, all artillery regiments 
are armed with four-and-one- 
half-inch howitzers having super- 
jor striking power together with 
‘the added yalue that they can be 
fired from almost any position. 
The new German army is ahead 
likewise in its mechanization and 
motorization. Three fully mechan- 
ized divisions are in the building 
and a number of battalions of 
swift, small tanks have been com- 
pleted. 

Always the general staff keeps in 
mind a possible campaign against 
Russia. Germany does not be- 
lieve she will have to fight France 
again, 

It is worth repeating that until 
her war army js ready, Germany 
{s the greatest guarantor of world 
peace,

Cobourg Dentist Had 


Leg  Amputated 
Above Knee and 
Three Fingers Re- 


moved Following 
Tragic Contact with 
High Tension Wires. 
Former Lindsay Boy 
Aids in Rescue. 


COBOURG, Dec. 2. — Terribly 
burned on the left hand and right 
leg when 2,200 volts passed through 
his body after his car had knocked 
down a Hydro pole on Saturday 
morning, Dr. E. T. Lajoie, local 
dentist, had his leg amputated 
above the knee, also three fingers 
of his right hand later that day in 
Cobourg Hospital. Dr. A. R. Rich- 
ards performed the operation, A hos- 


patient's condition was fair and 
that he was progressing as well as 
could be expected. 

To Wallace Hosking, Coldsprings 
resident, who risked his life and 
pulled the dentist away from the 
car which was charged with the full 
voltage from the dangling wire, Dr. 
Lajoie owes his life, and also to 
Wib. Thomas, service station owner, 
who applied artificial respiration 
immediately and brought him back 
to consciousness. 

Wib. Thomas is a Lindsay boy. He 
is the son of Mr. and Mrs. R. F. 
Thormas, 2 Francis Street, Lindsay 
and a little over a year ago he moved 
to Cobourg where, with his brother 
he opened a service station. He is 
well known locally in social and ath- 
letic circles. 

The dentist is an ex-member of 
the town council, a leading mem- 
ber of his profession and a former 
football star. 

Although ithe original accident 
had a serious aftermath, the cause 
was trivial. Dr. Lajoie had been 
working on some plates in his of- 
fice early Saturday morning and 
after starting for his home ‘near 
Baltimore, was approaching Hull's 
Corners when his frozen radiator 
started to t osteam. Mist from the 
radiator covered the windshield and 
congealed. While he was trying to 
clear it, the car left the road and 
straddled a culvert, knocking down 
a Hydro pole. His two dogs were in 
the front seat of tHe car with him 
and taking them, he walked back 
into town for a tow truck. Most of 
the garages were closed, but he fi- 
nally located an open service sta- 
tion at the west end of the town, 
and with the proprietor, Wib. Thom- 
as, drove to the scene of the acci- 
dent. Thomas attached a chain to 
the doctor’s car and pulled. How- 
ever, the rear wheels spun around 
uselessly and another car drew 
up to help. The occupants were El- 
gin Cochrane of Baltimore and 
Wallace Hoskin. 

Hoskin noticed sparks flying from 
the chain on the concrete pavement 
and called Thomas’ attention to it. 
The latter, who is a former ambu- 
lance driver, recognized that a high 
tension wire was touching the car 
somewhere. 

“When Dr. Lajoie first came in 
for me,” Thomas related, “he said 
that he had noticed a faint shock 
when he stepped from the car, so 
the first thing on noticing the bro- 
ken Hydro pole, was to look around 
for a wire. It was quite dark and I 
didn’t see it. However, when I saw 
the electric sparks flying I knew 
something was wrong, and fearing 
that the gas tank of Dr. Lajoie’s car 
might blow up, I told him to jump 
out. 

“As he stepped out of the car, he 
suddenly became tense and sparks 
started to play around the handle 
of the door where nis hand was, 
and on an iron culvert where his 
right leg was. I grabbed at him 
quickly, hoping I could jerk him 
free before the current could pass 
into me, but my hand just brushed 
the side of the car and I received a 
jolting shock which threw me half- 
way across the pavement.” 

With the unconscious dentist 
slumped in a half crouching posi- 
tion at the side of the car, and the 
odor of burning flesh horrifying 
the three men, Thomas shouted at 
the other two to get a plank from 
a nearby sign. The high tension 
current was being conducted from 
the back of the car where the wire 
touched between the spare tire and 
the body, along the metal frame-

Hoskin.

John Harms, 68 year old trapper, 
charged with the murder of his part- 
nar, Johnny Anthony, is alleged to 
have camped outside the Allen cabin 
in the absence of Mrs. Allen’s hus- 
band, demanding entrance. 

Harms was arrested Monday by 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
Sergeant FP. V. Vernon on the mur- 
der charge. The trapper was re- 
ported to have raged about Mrs. 
Allen’s cabin for four days after 
she had seen the body of Anthony 
in Harms’ cabin. Then he made off 
saying he would be “waiting for” 
the police at Singed Deg Island, 
where he was captured. 

Mrs. Allen told a dramatic story 
of the siege. 

“IT had two butcher knives and a 
small rifle with only six shells 
which I was determined to use if 
that man came into my cabin,” the 
25 year old trapper’s wife said. 

The first time he left I went out- 
side and gathered some firewood 
and filled the water buckets,” Mrs. 
Allen related. “When he came back 
he started a fire. I could hear him 
staggering and muttering. He stayed 
until about noon, Nov. 27, and my 
a few hours later.

Police Battle Mob Pro-|.

Two Are Arrested 


TORONTO, Dec. 6—A shoving, 
shouting crowd of radicals, headed 
by the Toronto German Workers’ 
‘and Farmers’ Association was driy- 
‘en back and dispersed up York 
Street early last night after at- 
‘tempting to picket the Royal York 
‘Hotel and to stage a demonstra- 
\fion against Werner Haag, repre- 
sentative of the German Govern- 
ment, who was giving a reception 
in the hotel to mark opening of a 
Canadian office of the organizing 
‘committee of the German Olympic 
games, 
In the melee of men, women and 
;policemen at the corner of York 
and Front Streets, members of the 
three demonstrating groups and 
police officers came to grips on 
several occasions. Two men were 
arrested. 
Peter Kozak, aged 24, of Adrian 
Avenue, was arrested by Sergeant 
‘Robert Davie, charged with ob- 
structing a police officer; and Mor- 
ris Dooko, aged 23, of Cecil Street, 
was arrested by Patrol Sergeant 
"William Carson, charged with com- 
modingi a police officer in the per- 
formance of his duties. 
Carrying large pastboard banners 
painted in red and black, three 
groups came down University Ave., 
swung along Queen Street and then 
down York. The first group took 
up a position on Piper Lane at the 
rear of the Royal York 
‘Set Up Chant 
Others marched along the side- 
walk and grouped at the south side 
of Front and York Streets. Then 
they began chanting “Down With 
the Nazis,” Down with Werner 
Haag.” They started a march 
along the centre of the street out- 
side the Royal York, carrying their 
banners, which bore the following 
inscriptions: 
“Oust Werner Haag from Cana- 
da,” “Hitlerism Means War,” 
“Freiheit Fur Traelman, Anti-Nazi 
Fuehrer.” Other signs were torn 
up in the clash as police firmly but 
steadily shoved back the mob of 
about 150 up York Street. 
The picked police force of 25 
men heade@ by Inspector Austin 
Mitchell dispersed the demonstrat- 
‘rs along Wellington Street and 
north and south on York Street. 
One fair-haired young woman put 
her back up against the York 
Street wall of the Royal York and 
refused to move with the rest of 
her group.

Dr, Reaman, principal of the 
Glen Lawrence Boys’ School in 
Toronto and former principal of the 
Bowmanville Boys’ School addressed 
a meeting of the Children’s Aid So- 
ciety in the Women’s Institute Room 
in the Town Hall on Friday evening. 
‘The subject of Dr. Reaman's address 
was Human Engineering. William 
Newman, MLA, also spoke briefly 
to the attendance. Dr. F. A. Logan, 
president of the society, presided at 
the meeting. 

William Newman, M_P. 

Mr. Newman urged the co-opera- 
tion of the citizens of the two coun- 
ties in helping the Children's Aid 
Society in its work. If the people 
of the two counties give support and 
co-operation to the Children’s Aid 
Society, this society will become one 
of the best in Ontario, said Mr. 
Newman .The society must primar- 
ily consist of people who are fond 
of children, not necessarily their 
own,, and if this class of people be- 
long to the society they will give the 
children the attention they need 
and the care, without which they 
would grow up with an undesirable 
moral outlook. 

All the government has to do 
with the society is to grant the 
money. The real work of the society 
must be done by the people of Vic- 
toria and Haliburton. Every child 
has the right to care, to clothes, 
to food and to shelter, but what is 
needed most of all for the child is 
Jove. You can provide wealth but 
the child cannot be properly cared 
for without love. 

It is a wonderrul thing, said Mr. 
Newman, to provide homes for chil- 
dren. It is a wonderful thing to 
adopt @ child and it is too bad that 
small families appear to be the or- 
der of the present time. These small 
families indicate that children are 
looked upon as a burden. He referred 
to the adoption of a child by the 
Premier of Ontario, M. F. Hepburn. 

Mr. Newman criticized the lack of 
attention given to Divine Providence 
in the home. If we had a country 
where church attendance and Sun- 
day School attendance were high 
and where Divine Providence was 
taught in the homes we would have 
no need of a Children’s Aid Society. 

Dr. Reaman 

Before launching into his address 
proper, Dr. Reaman paid a tribute 
lo the Children’s Aid Societies and 
the work they are doing. Hundreds 
of thousands of children haye been 
looked after by this society, he said 


but the work is done quietly and not! 


as ahighly publicized service actly- 
ity. The society 1s made up of quiet 
people who do their work silently 
and effectively. 

In speaking of human engineering 
the speaker stated that sclentific 
even to life as well as machYnery.

the scientists are gradually return- 
ing to the philosophic point for 
assistance in solving problems, We 
all thought we were scientific but 
we found that it just didn’t work 
when applied to Ife, he sald.

Tt Is a self- 
ish ylew. We are beginning to rea- 
lize today that children have an in- 
dividuality all thelr own and we 
have no right to erlpple them to 
satisfy ourselves. We should not be 
too dogmatic as parents. The desir 
for parents to control their children 
1s a problem, said the speaker, Some 
parents want their children to be 
successes so they never until the 
apron strings.

Lindsay’s Grand Old 
Man, Pioneer of Den- 
tistry, Celebrated His 
97th Birthday on 
Sunday and Greeted 
Host of Friends At 
Reception At His 
Home. 


Dr. J. M. Neelands, of Lindsay, 
the grand old man of dentistry 
celebrated his 97th birthday on 
Sunday, December 8. Dr. Neelands 
whose health is surprisingly good 
for a man of his years met many of 
his friends at a reception at his 
home, Mill Street. 
ily this morning the Post learned 
that Dr, Neelands is able to b2 up 
and about the house and is looking 
forward to his 97th birthday. 

Dr. Neelands was born in Bramp- 
ton on December 8, 1838 and began 
the study of Dentistry in 1861. Lat- 
er he did some post-graduate work 
in New York and had the pleasure 
of seeing the late Dr. William H. 
Atkinson operate. 

In 1868 Dr. Neelands passed a 
board of examiners and in 1869 he 
got a post-graduate course in Royal 
College of Dental Surgeons of On- 
tario. He also took a special course 
in ibridge, crown and porcelain 
work, and in orthodentia at this

of the dental profession. Dr. Neel- 
ands was the first dentist in Canada 
to use gas in extracting teeth and 
has recollections of sitting up at 
night manufacturing the gas which 
he would use the next day on his 
patients. 

Dr. Nezlands, aside from his pro- 
fessional life, is a man of kindly 
disposition and a man with a host 
of friends both in his profession and 
outside. He practised dentistry for 
sixty-three years and during that 
time thousands of patients passed 
from under his care.

ADDI SABABA, Dec. 9. — The 
“forgotten man” of the Franco-Brit- 
ish peace proposals — Emperor 
Haile Selassie of Ethiopia — may re- 
fuse to demobilize his armies unless 
the plan looks better than first re- 
ports, it was indicated tonight. 

Officials greeted first versions 
with coldness mixed with ridicule. 

“The gentlemen at Paris have 
been too interested in pacifying 0) 
Duce to observe justice to Ethiopia,” 
one authority commented. If the 
formal draft bears out reports that 
Ethiopia would surrender most of 
Tigre in the north and a zone in 
the south bound by the eighth par- 
allel and the 36th meridian, then the 
plan is “completely unacceptable,” 
a Government spokesman said. 
Corridor Idea Impresses. 

The reportea proposal that Italy 
retire from Aksum, Ethiopia’s an- 
cient holy city, was regarded fa- 
vourably. There is “just a bare 
chance” the spokesman said, that 
the King of Kings might be willing 
to exchange part of Tigre, excepting 
Aksum. for a corridor to the Red 
Sea and a seaport, both of which 
must be under Ethiopian sovereign- 
ty, 

“The Negus never will cede an 
inch of north territory under the 
Present state of affairs,” the official 
Said, apparently meaning that Eth- 
lopia never would accept a peace 
based on Italy's present occupation, 
which exterids from the Setit river 
on the Sudan border westward to 
the northern Danakil and ;Wjects 
to Makale and the lower Takezze. 

Like Premier Mussolini, the Con- 
quering Lion of Judah must preserve 
his “face” if he would retain con- 
trol of Ethiopia's loosely bound 
tribes. It is doubtful if his order to 
demobilize would be oveyed unless 
the chieftains were convinced fhe 
peace was just to Ethiopia.

The following lette>, of interest 
to many Lindsay citizens, appoared 
in the Toronto Glove under date 
of Monday, Dec. 9, and is self ex- 
planatory: 

To the Editor of The Globe: In 
a special despatch from Lindsay 
contained in your issue of Dec. 3 the 
following statement was made: 
“Several months ago the temper- 
ance forces in Lindsay submitted a 
petition and it was blocked by an 
injunction, the claim being svh- 
stantiated that those securing the 
names on the list had signed blocks 
of names holus-bolus and the sig- 
natures wez2 not bona fide signa- 
tures of the petitioners.” 

It {s quite true that Injunction 
proceedings were taken and an in- 
junction was granted restraining the 
taking of the vote in June until af- 
ter the trial of the action in Sep- 
tember. The temperanc= farces, how- 
ever, did not want to go to the ex- 
pense of litigation, and considered 
it less expensive to get out a new 
petition rather than have the var- 
jous matters determined in a court 
action; but your reporter is quite 
in error in stating that “the claim 
was substantiated tliat thos secur- 
ing names on the list jhad ‘signed 
Diocks of names holus-bolus,” and 
that “the signatures were not the 
bona fide signatures of the petition- 
ers.” This matter was never deter- 
mined, and was certainly never 
“substantiated.” It was alleged by a 
handwriting expert that forty-seven 
groups of signatures containing for 
the most part two signatures each 
were signed by one person in each 
group respectively. 
Before the hearing of the motion 
to restrain the holding of the vote 
until the trial of the action there 
was not opportunity to investigate 
all of thes? forty-seven groups, but 
some of them were investigated and 
affidavits procured from the peti- 
tioners stating that they had each 
signed his or her name to the pe- 
tition, and in some other cases it 
js stated that one member of the 
family had asked the other to sign’ 
his or her name. In only two cases 
was there any affidovit filed show- 
ing that the member of the thouse- 
hold was not authorized to sign the 
petition. Even in’ these two cases 
there is no doubt that the person 
signing the petition did so in good 
faith. It will be easily seen, there- 
fore, that the plaintiff's claim was 
not “substantiated” by evidence as 

alleged in the above-mentioned des-

COOL WEATHER EATING 
When the warm weather passes 
and there is a coolness or even cold- 
ness in the air it is only natural 


|that we should turn from the sal- 


ads, jellies, cold meats and frozen 
desserts to the richer “warmer” 
foods. 

Fruits and vegetables are now at 
their best and are at their cheap- 
est price, especially squash, pump- 
kin, grapes, pears, apples, plums. 
In speaking of a suitable diet for 
the autumn months Dr. Jean Bogert 
in her book Nutrition and Physical 
Fitness recommends savory foods 
and foods which have been out of 
the market for some time — heavier 
cheeses, nuts, corned lbeef, sauer- 
kraut, pickles, ham, pork, sausages, 
oysters, fall honey, jams and con- 
serves. Eggs and butter may be used 
more sparingly as they become more 
expensive, while meats, root and 
leafy vegetables, apples, oranges, 
and grapefruit become more gen- 
erally used. 

A typical autumn menu would 
thus be as follows: 
Breakfast—oranges, omelette with 
ibacon, toast and coffee. 
‘Lunch—soup, baked beans (with 
calt pork), creamed turnips, butter- 
ed string beans, lettuce salad, ap- 
ples and grapes. 

" Dinner—corned beef and cabbage, 
mashed potato, fried eggplant, 
fresh pear salad garnished with 
nuts, pumpkin pie, cheese. 

‘A second daily autumn menu fol- 
lows: 

Breakfast—pears, oatmeal, toast, 
scrambled eggs, coffee. 

Lunch — oyster pie, spinach, 
creamed onions, apple, orange and 
celery salad, nut bread, honeydew 
melon. 

Dinner—baked ham with apple- 
sauce, scalloped potatoes, ‘baked 
Hubbard squash, tomatoes stuffed 
with celery, pineapple upsidedown 
cake, foamy sauce. 

With the coming of cold weather 
more meat, duck, go2se, (codfish, 
mackerel, herring, shad and sar- 
dines, pork and butter should be 
eaten as this extra fat helps to keep 
the body warm.

VALUE OF HEAT DURING 
ILLNESS 
One of the ways ithe physician 
learns the sericusness of his pa-| 
tient's iMness is by taking a sam- 
ple of his blood and counting, unde;

If there {5 a great in— 
crease he knows that the infection 
is seyere but if the patient's heart 
is* strong he* knows that th® Dory, 
is making a gocd fight against the 
illness. It is thes? white corpuscles: 
which fight off the infection, 

If the patient is quite ill and there 
is only a slight, if any, increase in 
the number of white corpuscles, the 
physician knows that the patient's 
resistance is poor and it will be a 
hard if not a losing battle. 

In some chronic ailments such as 
paralysis of the insane, some won- 
derful results have been obtained 
by infecting the patient with mal- 
aria organism, letting him have the 
usual attack of malaria with its 
fever and chills, and then curing 
the malaria by the use of quinine. 
In a number of thes? cases after 
the attack of malaria passed away 
the patients became normal mentat-| 
ly and were able to return home and 
to business. Unfortunately a num- 
ber received no improvement but 
others who were not completely cur- 
ed were slightly improved.

— While the 
Franco-British peace plan which 
ke helped to frame was virtually 
discarded to-day at Geneva, Sir 
Samucl Hoare, Foreign Secre- 
tary, suddenly resigned to-night. 

Holiday Shortened. 

The Foreign Secretary hid cut 
short a vacation in Switzerland tc 
go before the Commons, many of 
its members hostile, to-morrow tc 
@ofend his part in the Paris pro- 
pesals, which opponents contended 
would r2ward Italy for her aggres- 
sion. 


No cfficial explanation was offer 
ed for Sir Samuel Hoare's abnupt 
retirement from his political care-r, 
previously regarded as brilliant.

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New Facts; New Thought 


The old idea was that, with population increas- 
ing and with the quantity of land fixed, there must 
come a time in the history of every progressive 
country when production of goods would fail to 
meet the needs of all the people. In fact, it was 
believed that in many countries that condition had 
‘been reached. The proof was seen in the existence 
of people whose labor would not yield enough to 
keep them alive. The belief still survives. Italy, for 
instance, puts it forward as her reason for aggressive 
War upon Abyssinia—so many people in Italy that 
room for colonization is needed. 


But such theories are squarely denied by new 
facts. Unemployment and poverty are not confined 
to crowded countries; they appear in such countries 
as Canada and Australia, neither of which has it in 
mind to conquer territory for colonization. Besides, 
in countries of dense population, as in those of 
sparse, production greatly outspeeds the increase in 
the number of people. 

Thus the old theory breaks down. And so far 
there {1s no generally accepted theory to replace it. 
But in this we are dealing with people and the 
means of keeping people alive; and, if we are to 
think at all, we must think reasonably about such 
things. We must reach conclusions upon which we 
can act or we shall meet the fate that sooner or 
Jater overtakes the man or nation that acts with- 
out thought. 

Many plans are proposed to meet the conditions 
that we see. But they all seem to follow the old 
lines; they begin by taking the obvious for the real. 

For instance, there are the all-of-a-sudden think- 
ers who tell us that there is too much of a certain 
crop or product to, fit the market, therefore keep 
the market by destroying the stuff. Others, equally 
quick in conclusion, tell us that obviously the diffi- 
ulty is lack of money; make more money according 
to set rules and the world will be a paradise. And 
60 with others. 

{t was exactly that kind of thinking that set us 
wrong about the matter of populaion and economic 
producion. Why try to mend the consequences of 
one false assumption by accepting another assump- 
tion for which no proof is offered? 

It is now proven that in our day production in- 
creases more rapidly than population. Let us take 
that, not because it is obvious but because it ‘s 
proven. On that basis let our leaders of thought 
proceed step by step with proven conclusions to 
amend the world’s thinking in accordance with the 
facts. 

By the time that is done, the course that ought to 
be taken to adjust institut{ons and customs to the 
present facts, will be much more clearly indicated 
than is possible now with the-confusion of tongues 
over schemes and systems of reform.—Ottawa Jour- 
nal. 


Putting Marks on Chickens 


Poultry breeders in Wentworth, Waterloo, Halton 
Perth and Wellington counties have suffered from 


the raids of thieves, so the latest move !s to tattoo 
the poultry.” Then it js claimed {it can be more 
readily Identified when thieves begin disposing of 
the birds. 

Things seem to be getting more complicated in 
all directions, Tt useq to be a simple matter keep- 
ing a few chickens, and we have a ‘feeling that 
people used to know their own hens and roosters 
so well that they could identify them dead or alive. 

Trouble is today people have such up-to-date ways 
of doing things they have no chance to get acquaint- 
ed with the hens. The chicks are hatched in an 
fron man, housed in a brooder, and then educated 
to work on a trap nest and urged to make records 
at egg-laying. There is no time for social inter, 
course. We learn that new methods even regulate 
the moulting business, It did not used to be so. 
When it came time for a hen to do her moulting 
she took as long as she liked. We always thought 
hens felt a trifle miserable then because they look- 
ed that way, and we just let them keep on looking 
miserable until they felt like getting over it. 

On the Tenth Concession the speckled hen used 

to set in a barrel just inside the drive-shed. For 
a time before that she had been fussing about sit- 
ting on china eggs or door knobs until we were con- 
vinced she mean business. When her three weeks 
Were up the folks used to go and pull an egg out 
and see if the chipping was going on as it should. 
When the chicks came through it was a family 
event. ‘When the speckled hen took them out to 
explain the digging of worms and how to break them 
Into suitable pieces we knew all about it. When 
the chicks began to grow up and identify them-|, 
Selves as cockerels or pullets there was more specula- 
tion.. 
Often too the hens used to come and sit along 
the porch on the south side of the house. When 
the folk went out toward the barn the flock would 
follow, suspecting there was something to eat. On 
such o¢casions we are certain grandmother could 
tell at a glance if one were missing) and she could 
tell without having tattoo markings or tags or bands 
on the wing. Of course that was a long time ago 
and things have moved considerable in the inter- 
val. So those who raise chickens ‘by the hundreds 
and thousands have to tattoo their birds like an old- 
time sailor. It seems we are living in a rather 
strange sort of age and some sections of it aTe none 
too pleasant—Peterboro Examiner,

the blcod can be explained in some 
other way; loss of weight, especial- 
Vv if there doesn’t seem to be any 
other explanation for this loss of 
‘weight, as the general health is 
apparently good; vomiting and nau- 
sea occurring fairly often; persis- 
fent pain in the stomach especially 
when there is food there; consti- 

tion with pain in the abdomen; 
onstipation and diarrhoea alter- 
nating with one another; and fin- 
ally symptoms in the abdomen for 
which 1) ¢efinite cause can be 
found. 

However the patient should o& 
guided by his physician and if at 
fll possible should have the Xray 
examination when the physician 
first suggests it. To wait for all or 
most of the symptoms aboye men- 
tioned before having the Xray ex- 
amination might be fatal.

Thelma Todd 
Death To Be 
Investigated 


Screen Stars Brain 
Showed Alcohol. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 17—Blue- 
eyed Thelma Todd of the films died 
accidentally of carbon-monoxide af- 
ter a tiff with Rowland West, her 
business manager, police decided to- 
night — but they could not dis- 
solve the mystery cloaking her last 
hours. 

The time of death could not be 
fixed within twelve hours or more. 
The circumstances remained en- 
tirely unexplained. 

Coroner Frank Nance, sifting the 
multitude of “mysterious and un- 
usual circumstanees in the back- 
ground of this case,” announced the 
would call an inquest tomorrow. 

Police accepted the finding of Dr. 
A F. Wagner, county autopsy sur- 
geon, that poison fumes from the 
exhaust of the cars motor car 
caused death. This finding bore out 
the theory of non-violence yoiced 
soon after the 20-year-old actress’ 
body was found yesterday. 

But unsolved angies confronted 
investigators on many sides. 

The body of Miss Todd, known 
to friends as “Hot Toddy”, was 
found yesterday at 1020 am. in the 
front seat of her dig town car — 
in the garage of West's Cliffside 
home. 

What caused her to take refuse 
there instead of going to her near 
by apartment when she returned 
early Sunday morning from a gay. 
Hollywood party went unanswered. 
Also unanswered was the identity 
of someone with whom she pre- 
sumably made an appointment for 
2am. Sunday. 

“A major question,’ said Detec- 
tive Bert Wallis, “is her reason for 
going to the garage. We expect the 
inquest to disclose why she was 
locked ont of her apartment and 
why it would have been necessary 
for Rowland West to let her in. 

“It's my opinion she and West 
had a tiff, Saturday night, when 
She was leaving for the party she 
attended. I believe he told her to 
be home by two o'clock or she'd 
find the door locked.” 

West declined to discuss the point

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—A high- 
born Russian forced to work as a 
menial went mad today from a 
“persecution complex,” murdered 
the associate dean and a professor 
at Columbia University College of 
Dentistry and then killed himself. 
A third professor was shot in the 
hip before the maniac died. 

The madman, Victor Kussow, 50, 
hag been discharged this morning 
for fighting with a fellow dental 
mechanic, for the sixth time in 
four years, Previously he had al- 
ways been re-employed by Assoclete 
Dean Arthur T. Rowe, known as 
the best friend the Russlan emigre 
had at the medical centre, 

“The poor fellow looks 65 and 
could never get another job,” Dr. 
Rowe argued with his associates, 
Dr. Rowe, his benefactor, was 
the first man Kussow killed this 
afternoon when, brooding over his 
discharge he skulked back into the 
building armed with a revolver. In 
his pocket was a note addressed 
fo an assistant district attorney, 
announcing ‘his intention to kill 
“four or five’ of his superiors and 
then himself. 

Dean Slain at Desk 
Kussow walked stralght to. Dr, 
Rowe's office, where the associate 
dean was seated at his desk. ‘The 


Kussow ran upstairs to the dental 
clinic where he came upon Dr, 
Paul B. Wiberg, associate professor 
of dentistry. and Dr. William H, 
Crawford, associate professor of 
dental surgery. e seized Dr, 
Crawford from behind with one 
arm thrust his pistol hand past hig 
head, and killed Dr. Wiberg with 
a single shot, Kussow fired then 
at Dr. Crawford and fled as the 
latter, wounded, slumped across the 
body of his friend. 

The maniac raced to the work- 
room where he had been employ- 
ed, probably In search of the fellow 
workman with whom he had 
fought this morning. No one was 
there,

PEMBROKE, Dec. 12. — Mary 
Cowan, widow of Albert Cowan, who 
was shot to death at Barry's Bay on 
July 21 last, as tonight found guilty 
of the murder. Sentence of death on 
the woman, whom physicians had 
declared in evidence to be a “moron” 
with the mental capacity of a child 
of nine, was pronounced by Mr. 
Justice Keiller MacKay. 

Unless clemency is extended, Mary 
Cowan will die on the scaffold on 
‘Feb. 27, the same day on which her 
brother-in-law, Allan Cowan, who 
was found guilty last Saturday of 
perpetrating the actual murder, is 
to be executed. 

The muraer was the issue of a 
triangular affair. Mary was the wife 
of Albert Cowan, but she was un- 
happily married.

Conversion or Collapse 
For Canada Says Hepburn 


Did Not Specify Three 
Per Cent. at Ottawa 
Conference. 


But Money Value 


TORONTO, Dec. 16, — Conversion 
of Canada's funded debt is necessary 
to prevent a financial collapse which 
would shatter the Dominion’s econ- 
omic structure and credit, Premier 
Mitchell Hepburn declared last 
night. 

Conference Big Issue. 

Back from the Dominion-inter- 
provincial conference at Ottawa, 
where he had vainly striven to ini- 
tiate a national debt conversion 
scheme, the Ontario Premier con- 
sented to give his views publicly on 
the issue, which the Ontario dele- 
gation deemed to be the greatest at 
the parley. 

It can now be said that it was the 
“shelving” of conyersion which 
more than anything disappointed 
Ontario's representatives, and, al- 
though Premier Hepburn himself 
did not say so, spread a feeling of 
futility among Ontario's delegates. 
Collapse Threaicning? 

“It is better to attack this ques- 
tion courageously now than to stand 
‘by and ‘watch increased Govern- 
mental borrowing pyramid until a 
collapse threatens,” the Premier 
said. 

Mr. Hepburn denied that he had 
proposed conversion at 3 per cent. 
He did not set that figure at all, he 
maintained. 

“That is a remarkable thing,” he 
continued. “I did not say 3 per cent., 
but what I did say was that it was 
a vital necessity for Canada to take 
some such action as was taken by 
England and Australia.” 

“What interest figure would you 
propose?” he was asked. 

The rate must be in keeping with 
present money values, having in 
mind that interest charges should 
be based on the ability of people to 
pay,” he responded. 

He foresaw a brighter day for 
Canada — lowered production costs 
and increasing foreign markets — 
through conversion of the whole of 
municipal Provincial and Federal 
debts. 

Huge Interest Debt. 

“Tthe gnly way that any Govern- 
ment is carrying on to-day ts by in- 
creased borrowing. The huge inter- 
est debt is crushing the middle class 
people of the Dominion and tt Is 
people of Canada to the extent of 
taking care of this interest debt,” 
he said. 

“Increased borrowing,” he warned, 
‘ts a greater danger to the future 
credit of the Dominion than con- 
version. Canada is the only coun- 
try that participated in the Great 
War that has not taken some ac- 
tion to deal with its debt burdens.” 

“Any senbible investor Is more 
anxlous to protect the principal 
than to try to collect some impos- 
sible interest, 

“T doubt if any reputable econo- 
mist in Canada today would not 
agree with me that debt conversion 
is long overdue In the Dominion. 

“Australia has placed herself in a 
position that she has lowered the 
cost of production through debt 
conversion schemes and other debt- 
reducing arrangements, That gives 
Australia an advantage over Canada 
in the markets of the world. 

“Not only would the municlpal, 
Provincial and Federal Goyernments 
benefit by conversion in Canada, 
but the nation’s whole economic 
structure would be placed upon a 
sound basis. We would be able to 
lower the cost of production and ex~- 
perts woukl be able to regain and 
maintain their position in the ex- 
port markets. 

“Nothing developed at the Ottawa 
conference to hold any hope for al- 
leviation of conditions for the lax- 
payer, who is not concerned with 
schemes to decrease the Provincial 
tax at the expense of increased Fed- 
eral taxes, and vice versa. 

“Tt is not an uncommon thing to 
arrive at a point where taxation de- 
feats its own purpose, Excessive tax- 
ation tends to drive wealth out of 
the State. 


“T already know of several weal- 
thy Canadians who at this very mo- 
ment are taking up residence out- 
side of Canada and removing them- 
selves foy ever from the sphere of 
our taxation. 

“As cupital itself is international 
there Js no power vested in Goy- 
ernments at the present time to stop 
such an exodus,” he said. 

“Altogether too much has been 
said of the so-called sanctity of con- 
tracts. England, at various times in 
the past, has dealt with acute fin- 
ancial problems by way of convyer- 
Sion. 

“England defaulted completely on 
her war obligations to the United 


States, although her agreement was 
signed, sealed and delivered by the 


British Government. 
“By practically unanimous con- 


sent the House of Commons last ses- 
sion passed the Farmers’ Creditors’ 
Arrangement Act — enabling the 


Loan Board to lower not only inter- 
est rates, but to deal with the cap- 
ital. 

$50,000,000 Farm Debt. 


“This applies not only to private 
mortgages but also in respect to the 


$50,000,000 which Ontario has loaned 
to farmers on farm mortgages. 


“Through the medium of our own 
Municipal Railway Board, under 
Hon. Dayid Croll, the Goyernment 


is acting as arbitrator between the 
bondholders of bankrupt municipal- 
ities and municipal heads. 

“The investors are happy and sat- 
isfied to have the Government step 
in and adjust matters on this basis 
where debtors are able to pay to the 
best of their ability. 

“The bondholders have expressed 
the opinion that it 1s better to have 
a 3 per cent bond in a solvent mun- 
icipality than to have a 6 per cent. 
bond in a bankrupt municipality. 

“This discussion of the problems 
of debts is only in its infancy. My 
own prediction is that public opin- 


fon will compel governing ‘bodies to 


take the necessary steps toward con- 
yersion in the near future,” Mr. 
Hepburn said.

they used olq fashioned methods to

pile thelr financial setbacks they 


still maintained thelr Junker caste 
and only to these Junkers and 
thelr families were the great mill- 
fary positions open. These people 
attended military academies at 
the expense of the state and there 
they recived a training which em- 
phasized the military, Life at these 
schools, the speaker stated, was al- 
almost unbearably stern and dis- 
ciplined, 5 

Hindenburg took to this life lke 
a duck to water and he got along 
very well, He was one of the few 
men In the academy who had any 
consideration for the juniors and 
he was the means of helping these 
younger boys along. 

He graduated when he was 17 
years of age and would have en- 
tered a finishing school in Berlin 
had not the war with Austria brok- 
en ot. He distinguished himself 
in this war and won several med- 
als. The war of 1870 again post- 
poned his entry into finishing 
school and he served in this cam- 
palgn as a Captain and Adjutant. 
At the conclusion of the campaign 
he entered the post graduate school 
and after seven years he was ap- 
pointed to the General Staff. For 
the next 40 years the life of this 
leader wag quiet and at the age of 
64 he reached the rank of Major 
General, and was retired on a 
pension. 

When the war broke oul in 1914 
no position was given to him but 
when things got bad on both 
fronts, particularly in the east ar- 
rangements were made whereby 
Hindenburg again entered the mili- 
tary life. It was decided by the 
Geman High Command to send 
Ludendorff as Chief of Staff to 
the eastern front and Hindenburg 
was appointed in command of the 
eastern front with Ludendorff in 
the above position. A great vic- 
tory at Tannenburg, not attribut- 


able lo Hindenburg, stirred the 
German people to the belief that 
Hindenburg was responsible for 


this smashing win, 

When in August 1918 Hindenburg 
realized that defeat was inevitable 
he notified the Chancellor to make 
overtures for peace. When the 
terms of the Treaty of Versailles 
were outlined to the German rep- 
resentative they were considered 
too drastic but Hindenburg de- 
mandeg “peace on any terms.” 
At the end of the war Hinden- 
burg had not lost any of his popu- 
larity. He was placed in charge 
of demobilization and after that 
spent four years in retirement. {He 
then assumed the presidency of the 
German Republic, a position for 
Which he was entirely unsuited. 
The rise of Hitler was referred 
to briefly by the speaker and the 
manner in which this man with the 
storm troops rose to the office of 
dictator. 

Hindenburg's death, which oc- 
curred shorly after the-rise of Hit- 
ler, was the occasion for national 
mourning and a funeral which was 
perhaps unequalled for pomp was 
held. His request for a simple bur- 
{al in his own estate was appar- 
enly overlooked.

Fear of these pocket battleships, 
even before the French shock at 
England's signing a naval treaty 
with the Germans which broke the 
Versailles Treaty, caused France to 
get busy. 

Under the former naval treaties, 
France had the right to build new 
battleships, as her quota was not) 
filled. 

Her naval experts devised the 
Dunkerque, French answer to the 
German pooket battleships. This 
new ship weighs 26,900 tons, of 


armament alone. She 1s to have a 
speed of 29% knots. So pleased 
was the navy department with her 
that it has started another one call- 
ed the Strasbourg. Two more battle- 
ships of 35,000 tons each are on 
the schedule next. 

France has always -resisted any 
attempt to restrict submarine ton- 
nage.

ITALY BUILDS GREAT NAVY 
Fear jogged Italy, too. Every time 
Prance projected an increased navy, 
the Itakans did the same thing, but 
the Franco-Italian friendship pact 
has removed this rivalry. Neverthe- 
less, Mussolini, who proclaimed that 
Ttaly’s future was on the sea, has 
proceeded to make good his words. 
Under his impetus, Italy has a great 
and growing mercantile fleet, with 
ships as fine as any in the world. 

Tl Duce is building a navy which 
is also making other nayal men sit 
up and take notice. Italy has under 
construction two battleships, the 
Littorio and Vittorio Veneto, each 
of 35,000 tons, armed with 16-inch 
guns and with a speed of 30 knots, 
as powerful as anything America, 
England. or France possesses and) 
just a dit faster. With his brand-new 
cruisers going 38 knots and his de- 
stroyers 40 knots, with 69 submar- 
ines and 18 more building, with tre- 
mendously powerful and swift sea- 
planes at strategic points athwart 
the Mediterranean, Mussolini is rap- 
idly achieving a position where he 
can challenge any power which 
seeks control of that sea. 
BRITAIN IS AROUSED 
In the nation-wide Nov. 14 elec- 
tion for a new British House of 
Commons, the navy became some- 
thing of an issue. The backers of 
the national government said Brit- 
ain’s navy had greatly run down 
and that it would be necessary to 
| build it to full strength, As Britain 
thas spent in the last 10 years some- 
thing like two billion dollars on her 
navy, the government's opponents 
asked just what the Admiralty had 
done with the money if the navy 
was in such lamentable condition. 
For the present year alone Par- 
liament appropriated for nayal pur- 
poses 300 million dollars, an increase 
of $17,500,000 over last year. In ad- 
dition to ships now building, it pro- 
vided for three new cruisers, one 
jeader and eight destroyers, and 
three submarines—all replacements 
allowed under the naval treaties. 
The Admiralty complaint is that, 
while America and Japan modern- 
ized their battleships, England did 
not. They say that by the end of

The last regular Council meeting 
of the year was held in the Coun- 
cil Chamber Monday evening, all 
members being present with the ex- 
ception of Alderman F. Armstrong. 

Alderman W. T. Thome, Indus- 
trial Commissioner, reported to the 
Council the progress made in con- 
nection with the securing of a new 
industry for Lindsay. Mr. Thorne 
explained that the Dominion Wheel 
Works, the sile in which the in- 
dustry would locate would require 
considerable repairing in order that 
it might be made habitable. A rough 
estimate of the cost placed the fig- 
ure at $2,000 which would include 
the installation of a new boiler for 
the heating plant if this were found 
necessary. Mr. Thorne pointed out 
that if this expenditure were not 
necessary, the outlay on the part of 
the town in fixing up their own 


building would be in the neighbor-| 


hood of $1,500. 

Mr. Thome stated that the pay- 
roll of this company would be in the 
neighborhood of $40,000 per year. 

Alderman Broom, “It is nice to 
get this building in shape if it is 
going to be occupied, but have we 
any guarantee that this firm is go- 
ing to move here, or will the town 
be left holding the bag?” 

Mr. Thorne assured Mr, Broom 
that there would be no difficulty 
in this connection as all arrange- 
ments with the company were con- 
tingent on their moving to Lindsay. 

Mr. O'Reilly: “The newspapers 
and citizens of Lindsay have been 
erying for more industries. Mr. 
Thorne has spent much time on this 
project and private citizens have 
guaranteed a considerable amount} 
of money. The town as a whole is 
going to benefit by this industry. If 
we had an Industrial Commission- 
er who received a large salary, he 
might spend two or three years 
Jooking around attempting to lo- 
cate such an industry as this. Mr. 
Thorne has the industry located 
now. It is too bad as it comes jus 
at the (ime when this council is go- 
ing out as I understand none of us 
are coming back next year. However 
if something is going to be done it 
must b2 done in a hurry. I would 
move that a committee comprised 
of the Mayor, Chairman of Finance 
and Mr. Thorne, with Mr. Thorne as 
chairman of the Committee, be em- 
powered to investigate the situation 
further with power to act to the ex- 
tent of expending up to $2,000 on 
pulling the Wuilding in shape.” 

The motion carried unanimously. 

Mayor Pickering: “No. one re- 
alizes more than 1 the amount of 
work and time Mr. Thorne has ex- 
pended on this project and I am 
happy to have him act as chairman 
of this Committee.”

Warfare Say 


Mechanization In 
Keeping With The 
Times, Says General 
Garnet Hughes. 


TORONTO, Dec. 26. The 
faithful horse is losing ground in 
the modern armies of the world, 
but it is far from likely that he 
will ever disappear entirely. 
Anumber of Toronto military 
then expressed this view when} 
questioned om the subject following} 
recent reports from Great ‘Britain 
that horses were to be crowded out 
the imm@diate and completes 
mechanization of mztitary units, 
Many Uses for Horse. 
Brigadier-General Garnet Hughes} 
was in sympathy with the mechani- 
zation of yarlous army units, in 
keeping with the maron of the 
Umes, but believed that this move 
could easily be carried too far. 
“The British Army has been 
largely mechanized for several 
said General Hughes, “and 
cayalry units are now used mainly 
for ceremonial purposes, However, 
there are still many uses for the 
horse in our armies today.” 

When the Bthiopian campaign 
was mentioned as an example of 
a war where horses could be used 
to good advantage, General Hughes 
remarked that the Italian soldiers 
must suffer considerably in the 
stuffy confines of a steel tank un- 
der the blazing rays of an African 
sun, “The Ethiopian ciimpaign is 
certainly a demonstration of a bat- 
Ule-ground where horses are  in- 
valuable,” he sald. 

Colonel Allan Thomas, former 
Commanding Officer of the Toronto 
Scottish Regiment said that cavalry 
would always be usec to a certain 
extent as long as _ battles were 
fought on rough terrain. 

In many cases, said Colonel 
Thomas, mechanization of certain 
branches of the army service had 
proved unsuccessful, making it ne- 
cessary to return to horses as a 
me of transport. “Following the 
war,” explained Col. Thomas, “me- 
chanization went on at a great rate, 
until it was finally overdone, It was 
believed at that time that almost 
every branch should be mechanized 
It was later found that horses were 
otlll supreme In some types of 
work." 

Colonel Mackenzie” Waters, until 
recently Officer Commanding the 
Royal Canadian Pield Artillery in 
Toronto, stated that there was “not 
much a horse can do that modern 
mechanical transport devices can 
not do,” 

“We have been mechanized here 
in Canada for several years,” he 
sail. “At Pelawawa Artillery Camp 
we have practically done away 
with horses.

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Canadian Audiences 


Canadian audiences have been called the best by 
Baron Tweedsmuir, who ought to be a judge of the 
receptibilities of hearers as he has been on the pub- 
lic platform long enough to know in the course 
cf his career as public man and as literary figure. 

It is pleasing to Canadians to be told “You have a 
genuine love of the spoken word. Here you really 
want to listen,” especially in the day when the 
orator is not very popular. 

The Governor General said that broadcasting was 
the easy method but it lacked the additions which 
come from the speaker's personality, eye, voice, pres- 
ence, This thought by the way makes man wish he 
could see as_he will some day see by television, 
some of the actors who attempt to act plays “on 
the air.” 

The calmness of radio audience which is not in- 
trigued by the manner of delivery was noted by His 
Excellency but he made the remark that personal 
oratory should not be done away with. “There will 
always be certain public meetings held at the key 
moment.” So he asked what sort of speaking would 
have the widest and most direct appeal in the future. 
He peinted out some of the dangers of “full-throated 
oratory” which belonged to a leisurely age, and con- 
trasted with this the excessively prosaic, homespun 
simplicity style appealing but to reason, not to emo- 
tions. Reading of prepared addresses inyolves over- 
preparation with consequent dullness. A British 
audience would clear out in ten minutes, he said. 
The second danger was under-preparation. 

Finally Baron Tweedsmuir came to the {deal- 
brevity and succinctness which he called the “shining 
merits”. Of this type was Premier Baldwin who 
was always listened to. Baldwin says what he wants 
to say in precise words and sits down. Mr. Maxton, 
a member of the British House, he called a speaker 
with an extraordinary gift of close argument and 
remarkable emotional sway. 

Even in Canada some “terrible” speeches are foist- 
ed upon audiences, Undoubtedly the public knows 
how to avoid these “‘orators’.’ while those who go 
to hear “sit them out.” 

The world today prefers the dramatic address, 
“full of fire. Some speakers never Jearn this art, nor 
could they, if they would but that is one reason 
they are not a success on the platform. They must 
know the art of appeal to succeed. 

‘Sometimes one wonders if the Canadian would not 
do a little better !f he were to show his disapproval 
of the dull orator by telling him to quit or by leay- 
jing the hall, Mere patience and docility in listening 
to a verbose man or a man floundering in the mor- 
asses of expression can hardly merit praise, of 
course it indicates that the audience js in control 
of itself. 

Indeeq today as always the man who seeks to 
appear before the public might just as well do as 
‘Demosthenes—prepare himself—for public speaking 
will never pass away. The man who can command 
the heart strings of the audience, and who can 
say what he wants to say either in simple words 
which stir, or in more highly sounding terms which 
are nicely calculated to arouse, wins the day. He 
probably would gain more with an English audience 
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than with a Canadian who would give equal hearing 
to the orator and to the wordy man. 

The Governor General had no opportunity to 
refer to the type of chairman who at a program ul- 
ters about twenty speeches, That man calls for the 
extinction of chairmen, 

Today Canadians can learn from Lord ‘Tweeds- 
nuir, whose addresses are clear and compact, 
peeches which stir the imagination as well as con- 
veying facts, That is real speaking against which 
type no Canadian will ever lift his voice or rise to 
leave the hall—Ontario Intelligencer. 


New Style Temperance 
Propoganda 


The campaign for temperance in the Mid-West 
has forsaken the old-time heavy preachments against 
“the demon” and swung to the light side. 

Demonstrations of alcohol's effect upon the body 
and stories of men who pass their time in saloons 
and come to no good end are out of date in this new 
school of preaching, which turns to slogans, Thymes 
and billboards. 

The National Temperance Legion has its head- 
quarters at Lawrence, Kansas. Its roadside mottoes 
are scattered in wet Missouri and dry Kansas. 
“The legion’s ideas are new to temperance work, 
but our plan to make people conscious of the cvils 
of over-indulgence is sound,” explained R. L. Robert- 
son, a director of the legion. 
The legion has two styles of outdoor advertising. 
The more popular utilizes mottoes, placed a line at a 
time along the highways so that he who speeds also 
reads. The other uses large billboards showing an 
intoxicated man driving away after his car has 
crushed a child. 
“No one wants to hurt people, especially chi%- 
dren,” Robertson said. “Such signs tend to keep 
before drivers the possible consequences of mixing: 
liquor and gasoline.’” 
The mottoes are the high spots of the campaign. 
One, for instance, warns: 
All 'E Samee 
No Can Do, 
Drive a Car | 
And Be Drunk Too, 
Business men and creditors like the following: 
John's a Boozer, 
John's a Soak; 
Yet Wonders Why 
He's Always Broke. 
For those who resent being told right out thac 
liquor is their downfall, but who can take a hint, 
the legion ‘has this one on many a highway: , 
It's not the Woman, 
It's Not the Song; 
It's the Wine 
That Makes 
The Man Go Wrong. 
How-much good is it doing? ‘Robertson ‘admits 
he and his fellow directors don’t know.

The Origin of 
Boxing Day 


The Post received a very inter- 
esting anticle from Tax Collector 
Wareham on the ‘above subject, 
which we have pleasure in printing 
fer the interest of our readers. 

Mr, Wareham says in refarence 
to an advertisemert that appears 
on another page that he was very 
gratified to see that another link 
with the Old Country was restoned 
in the proclamation in to-day's is- 
sue declaring “Boxing Day” as a 
holiday. ; 

The day following Christmas Day 
has always been deyoted to, he says, 
taking pills, or perhaps in milder 
words to wearing off the effizcts of 
“the day before.” 

The meaning and crigin of Box- 
ing Day may not be amiss ‘at this 
moment so he quotes from Dr. BE. 
Cosham Brewer LID., as follows: 

“A small gratuity was given to 
servants, atc., on Boxing Day (the 
day after Christmas Day). In the 
early days of Christianity, ‘boxes 
were placed in churches fcr prom- 
iscuous charities, and opened on 
Xmas Duy. The contents were dis- 
tributzd next day by the priests, 
and called “the dole of the Christ- 
mas Box” or the “box money." Tt 
was customary for heads of houses 
ito give small sums of money to their 
subordinates “to put into the box” 
before mass on Xmas Day. Some- 
what latar, apprentices: carried a 
box round to bheir masters’ custom- 
‘arg fo small gratuities. This latter 
custom however, since 1836, has been 
gnadually dying out.” 

Let us hope, said Mr, Wareham, 
that the custom of a permanent 
holiday on the 26th December will 
continue, in yiow of the fact that 
Xmas time is usually the only time 
of the year when the whole fam- 
ily reunite, and therefore on2 day 
is hardly sufficient for these ihap-

REMOVING THYROID GLAND 
IN HOPELESS HEART CASES 

Tt is hard to understand why sur- 
geons now remove the entire thyroid 
gland in the neck despite the fact 
that it !s not enlarged and his no 
disease in it. Yet when the normal 
quantity of the juice if manufactur- 
es is sufficient to greatly increase 
heart action and interfere with the 
blood supply to the heart, then the 
reason for its removal bacomes clear. 

Dr. E. C. Cutler, Boston, in Min- 
nesota Medicine, records a serics of 
64 cases in which he removed nor- 
mal thyroid glands. These cases 
were all of the most serious typ, 
the cases of heart failure were ali 
confined to ibed, and had not been 
helped by medical treatment. 


The cas2s of angina pectoris (par- 
tial closure of vessel supplying blood 
to heart muscle) were likewise prac- 
tically all bed patients in that they 
were unable to do any form of work. 

Following op2ration two deaths cv- 
curred in elderly men with heart 
disease und high blood pressure. Two 
immediate deaths occunved in pa- 
tients having angina pectoris, fel- 
lowing severe attacks similar to 
their usual attacks. Two of the pa- 
tients died elsewhere during opera- 
tions for gall stones. 

When it is remembered that those 
cases that died were hopeless as far 
as the condition of their hearts was 
concerned the fast that only four 
died immediately following the op- 
eration, and two during operation 
for gall stones, is certainly very 
gratifying. 

Many in the two groups (heart 
disease and angina spectocis) were 
restored to active and comfcrtable 
life. 

Dr. Cytler states that the removal 
of the entire thyroid gland doesn’t 
prevent the adrenal gland (situated 
on> above each kidney) from*manu- 
facturing its own quantity of juice 
Gwhich controls or cffissts the effects 
of thyroid juic2) but the substance 
it produces is evidently not as pow 
erful. 

Wonry, an: y, emotional distur- 
bances of any kind may produce an 
increased amount of adreniil juice, 
and this must be considered in the 
explanation of the anginal (ander 
breastbone) pain. 

The point is that as th> thyroid 
juice inoreaSes the rate at which 
the body processes (including the 
heart) work, the removal cf the 
thyroid not only cuts down the 
Spaad and so rests the heart, but ‘the 
juice from the adrenal gland can 
more readily dilate or enlarge the 
‘oleodvessels, and the blood flows 
more readily, thus desn2asing blood 
pressure.

EXERCISE IN OLD AGE 

The chief factor in longevity (long 
life) is undoubtedly heredity; that 
is, if your ancestors for two or three 
generations back were long lived, 
your changes of living dong are 
likewise good. 

However, no one with a bad fam- 
ily history need despair if they 
avoid as far as possible the pitfalls 
which led to early or premature 
death of their ancestors. This it was 
that enabled the late Sir Hermann 
Weber to attain the age of 95 in full 
mental and physical activity, in 
spite of the fact that his father 
and mother died in their sixtieth 
year. 

In other words both heredity and 
environment or surroundings have 
@ bearing on attaining long life. 

‘And long life means that there is 

the mental as well as the physical 
+ activity. 
Dr. R. King Brown in the Brit- 
{ ish Journal of Physical Medicine 
\ speaks of the importance of exer- 
cises and recreations for those wish- 
ing to attain long life. He stress2s 
the importance of boys and girls 
‘amd young men and women learn- 
ing to play the yarious games such 
as football, tennis, baseball, cricket 
or other group games becaus they 
Jeain to use their bodies so that all 
paris—eye, car, muscles—work to- 
gether. Learning to play when young 
thus makes ib easier to play when 
old even if there have been many 
years in which no playing was done 
or exercise taken. 

He states further thab exerclse 
begun tn youth should naver be giv- 
Many attain strength and 
physique and think this strength 
and pliysique will be muintained 
witout exercise, which is a mus- 
take, 
| after attaining middle age 
| slightly past middle age with a lt- 
tle time fo spare for sport, they 
plunge into hard games with dis- 
astrous results, Youth Is the age for 
violent sport and at middle ago or 
eyen past thirty a man should com- 
mens2 to prepare for old age by 
taking up golf or some such less 
violent sport, And the third point 
ts that sport or exercise should be 
indulged in daily, not just once or 
twlee a week. Thal is why the dally, 
exercise al home om in a gymnasium 
is so suitable as {tl may be taken 
regularly despite the weather, 

The thought then is that light 
exercise (outdoors if possible) showld 
‘ba taken every day, if ib is only 
walking, if we are to keep active 
mentally and physically.

Four Months Only 


Ottawa, Dec. 19. — In order that 
municipalities may be relieved of a 
large measure of the burden of 
direct relief costs, the monthly. 
grants in aid to the provinces from 
the fede.al trzasury have been sub- 
jected to a flat increase of 76 per 
King announced to-night. In the 
case of Ontario the provinc2 will 
receive $1,050,000 instead of $500,- 
000 per month. 


Monthly payments have been 
made to the provinces since August, 
1934, at the rate of $1,751,250. Thizse 
have been increased to $3,065,687, 
effective for the months of Decem- 
ber, January, February and March 
Undertakings will be required from 
the provinces that they will assist 
the municipalities as may be neces- 
cory, and that the money will be 
administered without discrimination 
2, religion or politics. 

These incre: go a considerable 
distans to’ meeting the de- 
mands: presented at last week's Do- 
minion-provinelal conference by 2 
committee of Dominion mayors, that 
municipalities be nzlieved from the 
cost of direct relief. The arrange- 
ments were hunried through, the 
prime minister said, in order to 
reliev2 the minds of overburdened 
municiyll officers before the holi- 
day season. 

“It is our recognition that relief 
is a national problem,’ Mr. Macken- 
zie King said, “and that the muni- 
cipalities have be2n called upon to 
shoulder a burden many of them 
sure no longer financially able to 
carry.” 

At rst week's conference the pro- 
vinclal authorities agread to sub- 
mit further relief expenditures to 
review by the Dominion Commis- 
sion on Unemployment and Relief 
which the Government intends to 
assume. That agreement, the Prime 
Minister said, made it possible for 
the Government to undertake the 
heavy Increases. 

When this commission is appoint- 
ed, early in January, it will at once 
widentake an investigation of relief 
uidministration in an effont to estab- 
lish a bi for future contributions 
and \to climinate any laxity or abus- 
es arising either from nigligence on 
the part of officials or misrepresen- 
tation on the part of those in re- 
celpt of relief, 

This four months’ arrangement 
will provide what the Prim2 Minister 
described as “a breathing spacc™ 
while Flarliament has an opportun- 
ity to go into the question and de- 
eide upon future action. 

It was his hope, Mr. King said, 
that the Government's policies on 
trade would go a long way toward 
desreasing the necessity for unem- 
ployment relief by providing work,

Ottawa To Set Housing 


Scheme Mi 


(Regulations to Cover 
“Style and Standard 
of Buildings. 


Conference Is Held 


OTTAWA, Dec. 20.—Regulations 
‘for minimum standards governing 
future operations under the Dom- 
‘inion Housing Act will be promul- 
' gated shortly by Finance Minister 
Charles Dunning, it was announced 
| today following a meeting of fin- 
ance department officials with ar- 
chitects and other interested par- 
ties. 

Legislation initiated and passed 
&t the last session of Parliament, 
the Dominion Housing Act set up a 
fung of $10,000,000 to be spent in 
assisting to finance the building 
of-.residential buildings, and to- 
day’s announcement was taken as 
an indication that, the new Gov- 
ernment will carry on the scheme. 

An all-day meeting was held to 
consider the regulations which will 
govern the operations of the act 
with respect to the style and stan- 
dard of the buildings to be erected. 
The act’ proyided that all buildings 
erected with assistance of the act 
must conform to a certain standard 
hot-let defined. 

The act came into operation last 
summer and there have been nu- 
Merous applications from those 
wishing to t_ae advantage of it, 
but the full value of the original 
Government appropriation was not 
expected to be fully utilized until 
the* Spring operations open up. 

Under the act the Dominion 
Government will lend money at a 
minimum of five per cent. inter- 
est- with the builder providing 20 
per cent. of the necessary capital, 
an approved lending company pro- 
yiding 60 per cent., and the federal 
treasury 20 per cent, 

_ Contracts were entered into with 
most of the lending organizations 
in Canada. with whom the proposed 
builders Would negotiate loans. 
Contracts were arranged between 
the Government and the Jending| 
Companies as to the share of loss, | 
with the Government taking the| 
major risk. |

HOPEWELL, Va., Dec. 22—After 
a diver had labored 24 feet under 
water for two hours, to bring to 
the surface « bus that may contain 
35 bodies, the big Greyhound coach 
which carried all aboard to death 
when it plunged into the Appomat- 
tox River here today, was raised 
onto a barge tonight. 


The vehicic plunged off an open 
draw-bridge a mile from here at 
8.55 a.m. today, carrying to death 
everybody board. First {reports 
Said there were only 13 passengers, 
but tonight « man who saw the bus 
Just before it went over the bridge 
sald it looked full. Capacity was 
between 35 and 40 persons. 

five thousand people, pushed 
back from the scene of the tragedy 
by. state po waited tonight for 
the bus to ve brought up so they 
could learn whether they had 
friends or yvelatives in it. A wide 
semi-circle of bonfires dyed the 
night sky yellow and crimson, as 

Klass Evart, a Norfolk diver, look- 

ing like 2 .creature from another 

world in his black bulky suit, went 
down into the mud of the river 
bottom. 

There in the glcom and murk he 
smashed {iis windshield of the bus 
with a hammer. Out floated the 
‘body of @ Glonde woman about 25 
or 30 year: of age, clad in black. 
Eyart fastened ropes to her legs 
and waist and she was hoisted. No 
one couwlq identify the body imme- 

diately and it was put into a 

hearse and brought to a funeral 
parlor here 

Tried to Fight Free 

Earlier the body of J. P. Belch, 
a river captaln floated to the sur- 
face. Gashes {and bruises findi- 
eated he had broken a window and 
tried to fight his way out, bub was 
drowned. The yellow Appomattox 
held all the rest. The bus was ly- 
ing on its top, Evart reported, 

Men experlenced in Virginia wea- 
ther eyed the snow-mantled hills 
apprehensively. It was cold—20 de- 
grees—carly today, but at dusk the 
temperature began to rise and the 
snow started melting, They fear-~ 
ed that if the snow melted fast 
enough, mountain streams would 
make an angry torrent out of the 
lazy Appoinattox, complicating the 
work of wetting the bodies, 

Two mei supplied scanty infor- 
mation of the tragedy. One of 
them was lacy McNair, who was on 
guard at the bridge, 

“T opened the draw,” he sald, ‘to 
let a tug through. She was the 
Edward D, McCauley of Norfollc. 
The gate was up at the end of the 
draw to warn cars and trucks and 
buses, Y lieard a crash,

get the rest of the bodies. 
Automobile headlights made a 


hot, white circle of light ab the 
bridge-head, and back a quarter of 
a mile bonfires built by onlookers 
punctured the darkness wilh pin- 
Points of light. Underneath the 
bridge a restless, panting little tug 
pumped oxygen down to Bvart. 

There was a flurry of alarm as 
the oxygen pump fallered and Ey- 
art was hoisted hastily. Fatigue lin- 
ed his pale face, but he sat, drip- 
ping water on the tug deck, and told 
repair men to hurry befora melt- 
ing snow began to swell the river. 

Through the mud and snow 2 
quarter of a mile from the bridge 
slopped frantic men and women, 
walking to keap warm.

Believes Bus Was Full 

iL. O. Terrell, milk wagon driver, 
passed the bus just before the ac- 
cident. 

“Tt looked to me like, it was full,” 
he said. 

Officials of the Greyhound line in 
Richmond sald they kept no pas- 
senger list, but they believed about 
ten persons were aboard when the 
vehicle left Richmond at 8 a.m.,, 
southbound. Additional passengers 
could have been picked up, they said 
on the way to Hopewell, a town on 
a spur off the main highway, 30 
miles couth of Richmond. 

The bridge spans a marsh before 
{t crosses the Appomatox. G. A. Al- 
ford, the bus driver, had his ve- 
hicle on the section of the bridge 
that is above the marsh, The road 
leading to the bridge is a straight- 
away stretch. Visibility was clear. 

There was some evidence that the 
bus brakes failed. Ten feet from 
the open draw there were wide, slick 
skid tracks. Police deduced that the 
driver slammed at his foot brakes, 
fomd they didn't work and grab- 
bed the emergency brake too late.

Gilbert Miller, who has lived in 
England the major part of the last 
twenty years, returned to the Unit- 
ed States this week for the opening 
of a new play he produced.

In a Warring World 


It may seem contradictory for the world to cele- 
brate the birthday of the Prince of Peace at a time 
when it is restrained from plunging into a new war 
only by the fact that lt is not yet recovered from 
the last one, 

Yet it is one of humanity's oldest failings—to look 
at a beautiful {deal while plodding on through the 
mire—and if armies, bombing planes, and warships 
lie on the horizon at Christmas time, that is simply 
one more proof that we are not yet ready to move 
out of the world that is into the world that ought 
to be. 

The one thing that would be unpardonable for us 
would be to pass by this Christmas holiday without 
giving a thought to its profound and breath-taking 
significance; to accept jt simply ag another holl- 
day, a time for the giving of presents and the re- 
union of families, and nothing more. 

It 1s not going too far to say that our entire so- 
ciety is built around the concepts that entered the 
world on that first Christmas, 20 centuries ago. We 
have built imperfectly, and a great part of the work 
remaing to be done. 


So perhaps it is a good thing for us to be remind- 
ed, by war in Ethiopia and threats of war in many 
other places, just how greatly the sorry human real- 
ity falls short of those ideals. 

Christmas brings a vision of a world in which 
nature’s cruel old law of tooth ang fang shall no 
longer operate—a world wherein men may trans- 
cend themselyes and~clear the way for each man's 
realization of his own most sacred potentialities, 
unhindered by the great law of grab and the fight- 
ing, injustice, and oppression which it gives rise to. 

We don’t need to look around us long to see that 
that vision is a great way from realization. And 
yet the strangest ang most miraculous fact in all 
life is the way in which impractical visions tend, 
in the long course of time, to translate themselves 
Into realities. 


There is more power in an ideal than the world of 
cannon and machine guns ever dreams of; and by 
fixing our eyes on this ideal, and measuring the 
world’s imperfections by its own gauge, we may be 
moving faster than we think toward a day in 
which Christmas can be celebrated without the 
necessity for making, excuses. 

A great poet once remarkeg that man will some 
day awaken from his long sleep and find that his 
dream remains, and that only the sleep is gone. 
So it will be, some day, with this Christmas vision 
of peace and brotherhood. 


Today it is a vision and@ nothing more; but it is 
an imperishable vision and it will remain when the 
wars and war-makers are nothing but disturbing 
echoes from the distant past. 

And by thinking deeply and reverently of that 
vision in this Christmas season, we do our small 
art to help bring that day nearer.
